U. S. CHALLENGES 
JAPAN 'S RIGHT 


TO 'RULE' CHINA 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
31 
(AP) 
— 
Bluntly 
rejecting 
Japan’s 
“new 
order” program in the Far East, 
the United States told the Tokyo 
government today it reserved all 
American rishis in China. 
A note delivered to the Japanese 
foreign office by Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew stated in plain but friendly 
terms th at the United States "does 
not adm it” any "need or w arrant 
for one po.ver” — Japan — to “con­ 
stitute itself the repository of au ­ 
thority and the agent of destiny” 
in areas not under its sovereignty. 
T h i s 
government 
announced 
simultaneously th at it was prepared 
to enter into negotiation for chang­ 
ing treaties affecting China. 
But it 
added em phatically it would not 
tolerate Japan s effort to supersede 
the principles of equal opportunity 
and the open door which have been 
long m aintained in China. 
“This 
government 
reserves 
all 
rights of the United States as they 
exist and does not give assent to 
any im pairm ent of any of these 
rights,” the American note said. 
It was a reply to Japan’s note of 
November 18 announcing the “new' 
order" program for east Asia which 
Japan said was the keystone for en­ 
during peace and stability in east 
Asia 
The step today, taken after 
nearly 18 months of note-WTlting to 
Japan over her campaign in China 
and its effect upon American inter­ 
ests there, constituted the first di­ 
rect 
and 
complete 
challenge 
to 
Japan’s effort to establish her hege­ 
mony throughout China by means 
of the “new order" program.

G.O.P. CONSIDERS 


RETURN TO DUAL 
P O L IC E FORCE 


Harrisburg, Dec. 31 (AP).—Tile in­ 
coming 
republican 
adm inistration 
has under consideration a plan to 
divide the Pennsylvania motor po­ 
lice into two units—a state police 
criminal corps and a highway patrol 
reliable sources reported today. 
The tw'o sub-divisions would be 
centralized under one head, but their 
functions would be separated. 
No official word has been forth­ 
coming on the plan, but sources close 
to the republican state leadership 
said ttiat it has been “seriously dis­ 
cussed.” 
The status of the two policing 
units would be much the same as it 
was before the 1937 legislature con­ 
solidated them at the request of 
Governor Earle. 
Formerly there were two distinct 
organizations, under separate con­ 
tro l 
Under the new plan, if it is 
approved by Governor-elect Arthur 
H. James and the legislature, there 
would be a “commissioner of police” 
and two deputies. 
One assistant would head the state 
police and the other the highway 
patrol 
Predictions 
th a t 
Commissioner 
Percy W. Foote, an Earle appointee, 
would be replaced were widespread 
in republican circles. 
His predeces­ 
sor, Major Lynn G. Adams, has been 
mentioned for one of the three new 
posts, provided they are created. 
Adams was head of the state po­ 
lice under the old system. 
When 
the units were merged. Foote became 
tile commissioner and Adams was 
named deputy in charge of criminal 
detection. 
Adams resigned to take a position 
in private business last 
year and 
Major C. M. Wilhelm was named in 
his place. 
For the 
last several 
months Adams has been employed 
as a sj>eclal Investigator for the 
Dauphin county grand Jury, investi­ 
gating campaign 
charges against 
Governor Earle .md 13 associates.

Attorney John P. B utt to summon 
Bender before the court for sen- 
j tence. 
E. V. Bulleit, Esq., Bender’s coun­ 
sel, said at noon today he had not 
had an opportunity to read the opin­ 
ion and 
was not ready to say 
whether the case will be appealed to 
la higher court. 
Bulleit had sought in vain to have 
! the case dismissed on technicalities 
before Justice of the Peace John H. 
Basehore and had later sought to 
have the indictment quashed against 
Bender on similar grounds. 
W ith­ 
out the testimony of any defense 
witnesses at his trial Bender was 
found 
guilty 
and 
his 
attorneys 
promptly moved for a new trial. 
Judge Sheely’s opinion concludes: 
“The defendant has been regularly 
indicted and tried before a jury. 
The evidence 
against 
him 
was 
clearly sufficient to justify a con­ 
viction. 
He offered 
no 
defense 
whatever to the merits of the case 
and, as we have shown, his techni­ 
cal defense is not availing.” 
Bender was 
arrested in G ettys­ 
burg on June 9, 1938, by Lieutenant 
John D. Rime and Captain T. N. 
Boate of the state 
motor 
police. 
Neither officer was in 
uniform or 
wearing a 
badge at the tim e— 
thereby furnishing Bender's coun­ 
sel with one point on which the 
contention that 
an 
illegal arrest 
had been made was based. 
Commenting on th a t point and 
agreeing with a sim ilar M assachu­ 
setts case, Judge Sheely wrote: "It 
would be a sad commentary on 
criminal justice if an officer who 
observed 
an 
intoxicated 
person 
operating a motor vehicle would be 
compelled to go home and don his 
uniform before restraining the de­ 
fendant. 
It therefore follows th at 
the justice of the peace was in error 
in dismissing the first complaint 
(against Bender), and th at the de­ 
fendant was deprived of no rights 
guaranteed him under the consti­ 
tution in being arrested in the m an­ 
ner described.” 
The court devoted some space to 
a discussion of the powers of the 
state motor police under the leg­ 
islation creating them and held that 
the motor code enlarges rather than 
restricts their authority. The police 
are peace officers, the opinion stated, 
and have police power and authority 
through the state and also have all 
the powers conferred upon con­ 
stables of the state. 
The opinion finds no fault with 
the 
practice 
of 
dismissing 
one 
charge against a defendant and im­ 
mediately re-arresting him before a 
justice of the peace as was done in 
this case. 
The court also handed down an 
opinion today in the case of John 
D. Hospelhorn, receiver of the Balti­ 
more Trust company, against J.
